Great Hritain, in a memorandum to 
the United States, rentes effort- to 
minimize inconvenience- to neutral 
commerce resulting from the Order- 
in-('ouncil. and claims special treat 
ment has been accorded Amerc-an car- 
goes. No attempt is made to answer 
the protest of the American Govern- 
ment, la-isting cm the right of neu- 
trals to carry on legitimate com- 
merce with each other and to trade in 
noncontraband with civilians in belig- 
erent countries.
